FOREWORD 


The  exhibition  of  creative  work  from  the 
art  classes  of  the  Worcester  Senior  High 
Schools  assembled  by  Mr.  Doherty  is  an  indication  of  the 
growing  interest  in  art  in  the  secondary  schools  of  the  country. 
Worcester  may  be  justly  proud  of  its  tradition  in  this  respect,  and 
the  Museum,  throughout  the  forty-two  years  of  its  history,  can 
claim  no  little  share  in  enlisting  the  support  and  encouragement 
of  art  by  the  taxpayer. 

The  Museum  receives  no  revenue  from  the  City  or  the  State 
but  more  than  a  third  of  its  income  from  endowment  is  spent  for  a 
program  of  public  instruction  and  exhibition.  This  program  is 
carefully  integrated  with  that  of  the  Public  Schools,  and  to  the 
regular  activities  of  the  Museum  have  been  added  the  systematic 
guidance  of  the  children  from  the  Grade  Schools. 

The  last  exhibition  held  at  the  Museum  by  the  School  Depart- 
ment in  April  1937  was  a  general  review  selected  from  all  the 
schools  in  Worcester.  It  was  a  revelation  to  the  community  of 
the  quality  and  extent  of  this  activity. 

The  present  exhibition  is  limited  to  the  work  done  by  art 

students  in  the  four  Senior  High  Schools  and  opens  up  new 

avenues  of  interest  and  speculation.    For  here  we  see  that  the 

study  of  art  is  something  more    than   the   mere   drawing  of 

pictures;  it  is  the  key  to  a  visual  understanding  of  a  complex  and 

disordered  society.    The  Trustees  of  the  Museum  welcome  this 

exhibition  and  hope  that  it  may  reflect  an  increased  recognition 

by  the  community  that  we  have  here  many  of  the  resources  upon 

which  the  future  citizens  of  Worcester  may  build  a  richer  spiritual 

life.
